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Abingdon.— The St. Helen's Choral Society gave a 
concert at the Town Hall on the 14th of May. The first 
part comprised a selection from the Messiah, which was 
well given by the band and chorus (about 30 performers). 
The second part was miscellaneous. The whole was con- 
ducted by Mr. Bezant. This concert was the most 
successful given here for many years. The receipts were 
over £23, and the performance highly satisfactory. 

Audley (Staffordshire).— On the 15th of April, the 
Church Choir gave a concert in the National Girls' School. 
The choir has only been established two years, but have 
advanced so well that they are now enabled to sing most 
of the popular glees, madrigals, &c. Miss A. Dowing 
sung the solo parts; Mr. Stanistreet played several pieces 
on the pianoforte ; and Mr. Franklin conducted. 

Birmingham Musical Festival. — This great triennial 
musical gathering is fixed for the 31st of August and the 
three following days. We understand the arrangements 
are progressing most satisfactorily. During the week will 
be performed Elijah, the Messiali, Costa's Eli, Beethoven's 
Grand Mass in C, Mendelssohn's Cantata, Lauda Sion, and 
a new oratorio by Henry Leslie, called Judith. Amongst 
the vocalists already named are Mesdames Clara Novello, 
Rudersdorff, Viardot Garcia, and Dolby j Messrs. Reeves, 
Giuglini, Formes, Belletti, Weiss, &c. The instrument- 
alists have been carefully chosen by Costa himself, and will 
comprise all that are eminent and great in the various 
branches of that department. The choir will be almost 
entirely local, consisting of about 350 voices. Altogether 
it promises to be one of the most successful festivals yet 
recorded. 

Bow and Mile End.— On the 27th of April, the Bow 
and Mile End Harmonic Society gave a performance, the 
first part of which consisted of a selection from Havdn's 
Creation. The second part comprised a collection of solos, 
glees, and madrigals. The members of the society did 
themselves great credit by the efficient manner in which 
the whole of the performance was given, under the able 
guidance of Mr. Ivimey, their conductor. Mr. Charles 
Severn accompanied on the pianoforte with great taste. 

Bury.— The Bury Church Vocal Class had their second 
private concert of the season on the 4th of May. The 
programme contained a variety of interesting secular 
music. The singers have improved considerably, under 
the training of Mr. Spark, and the execution was more 
finished and artistic than at the last concert. The class 
numbers nearly 80 members, and comprises many ladies 
and gentlemen holding the highest position in the town. 

Bury. — The members and friends of the Apollo Glee 
Club met for the last time this season, on the 29th of 
April, at Mr. Wroe's, the Cotton Tree Inn, Mnorgate, and, 
after having partaken of supper, sang through a selection 
of glees, choruses, &c, with much precision and prompt- 
ness. The conductor, Mr. Leeming, presided at the 
pianoforte, which has been lately purchased by Mr. Wroe 
for the use of the club. 

Cambridge — The Amateur Musical Society gave a 
concert at the Town Hall, on the 13th ult., in aid of the 
funds for repairing the Victoria Asylum. The programme 
consisted of sacred and secular music, which was executed 
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very effectively. The orchestra numbered about a 
hundred performers. Mr. Amps acted as conductor, and 

Mr. Sippel as leader. 

Canterbury. — Mr. Longhurst gave his ninth annual 
concert, at the Music Hall, on the 24th ult. The principal 
vocalists were Madame N. Frodsham, Miss Palmer, Mr. 
A. Irving, Mr. Plant, and Mr. Newsome. Harp, Mr. B. 
Chatterton. Violoncello, Mr. Gardner. The chorus was 
augmented by the members of the Canterbury Musical 
Union, and the whole number of performers amounted to 
upwards of 100. Mr. Jones and Mr. Longhurst presided 
at the pianoforte, and the latter gentleman conducted the 
concert, which was highly successful. 

Ceoilian Society, Albiok Hall. — Handel's oratorio, 
Esther (newly arranged, with additional accompaniments 
by Mr. George Perry), was performed on Tuesday, the 
25th of May, with the assistance of Miss Annie Cox, 
Miss Boden, Mr. J. W. Morgan (of Rochester Cathedral), 
and Messrs. Beardwell and Harper. The band and chorus 
were numerous and efficient. Organist, Mr. Baines; 
conductor, Mr. J. G. Boardman. 

Crosby Hall. — Miss Clara Mackenzie, a pupil of the 
Royal Academy, gave an evening concert, at these rooms, 
on the 26th ult., under the patronage of Sir James Duke, 
and other city magnates. Miss Mackenzie is an artist of 
great merit, and has a rich contralto voice, which is very 
rare at the present day ; her performance was greeted with 
great applause. She was assisted by Miss H. Mackenzie, 
Miss Spiller, Messrs. Redfearn, Winn, Isaac, and Sullivan, 
the members of the Glee Union, and others. 

Crystal Palace. — The great choral festival of the 
children and teachers of the national and endowed schools 
of London and its vicinity took place, at the Crystal Palace, 
on Saturday, the 8th of May, and was in every respect a 
decided success. It drew to the Palace about 16,000 
persons, and, as the profits were to be given to the Church 
Schoolmasters' Benevolent Society, the association have 
benefitted considerably by the festival. In a choral point 
of view, the performance was all that could be desired. 
A more pleasing and interesting spectacle has seldom been 
displayed than this enormous gathering of children of both 
sexes, who filled to overflowing the great Handel orchestra 
of the Palace. Small banners of the different schools were 
hung about, and gave a picturesque appearance to the 
scene. The immense number of youthful singers, alto- 
gether about 5000, produced a most pleasing effect, and 
their young, fresh voices were listened to with great atten- 
tion, and warmly applauded. The pieces selected for the 
programme were simple in their style, and well adapted 
for the juvenile vocalists. Her Majesty, accompanied by 
the Queen of Portugal, the Prince Consort, and other 
members of the royal family, was present during a part of 
the'rehearsal, which took place early in the morning, before 
the hour appointed for the commencement of the concert. 
The music was ably conducted by Mr. G. W. Martin, and 
Mr. Brownsmith presided with his usual ability at the 
organ. — The Directors of the Crystal Palace have just 
completed arrangements with Mr. Gye for six concerts on 
the grandest scale, comprising the entire talent of the 
Royal Italian Opera. These concerts will occupy the six 
days excepted in the season tickets, and, commencing on 
Friday, May 28th, will be continued fortnightly. — A great 
choral demonstration will take place on the 2nd of July, 
at which there will be two thousand five hundred carefully 
selected vocal and instrumental performers, under the 
management of the Sacred Harmonic Society. 

Diss (Norfolk). — On the 20th ult., the Sacred Harmonic 
Society of this town (wliich has been in existence three 
years, and numbers about sixty honorary members, and 
the same number of performing members) gave their 
quarterly concert in the Corn Hall, the use of which is 
granted free to the society by T. L. Taylor, Esq., the 
proprietor. The programme consisted of selections from 
the works of Handel, Mozart, Haydn, Spohr, and 
Beethoven. The solo singers were Miss Bond, Mr. Fearn- 
side, Mr. Bryant, and Mr. Falddich. 



Dumfries. — A lecture wa3 given at the Mechanics' 
Institute, on the 13th of April, by Mr. Harkness, the 
secretary, on the music of the sixteenth, seventeenth, and 
eighteenth centuries, which was illustrated by a selection 
of glees, rounds, and madrigals. The entertainment was 
much approved of. 

Dundee A magnificent new Public Hall and Concert- 
room was opened on Thursday, by Mons. J ullien's orchestra 
and vocalists. The dimensions are 130 feet long, CO feet 
wide, and 42J feet high ; and it will accommodate from 
2500 to 3000 people. The acoustical qualities of the room 
were pronounced by Mons. Jullien to be almost perfect. 

Ely. — Mr. R. C. Cross, tenor, of Carlisle Cathedral, 
has been appointed to the vacant situation at the Cathedral. 
Exmouth. — An amateur concert took place on the 5th 
of May, at the Beacon Assembly Rooms, for the benefit 
of the Mechanics' Institute. The performers were all 
amateurs of the town, except Mr. Stark, the organist, who 
rendered his services on the occasion. The music, both 
vocal and instrumental, was ably performed by the band. 
Falmouth. — On the 28th of April, Mr. Rogers, band- 
master of the Waterford Artillery, gave a concert, at the 
Polytechnic Hall, at which the band, under his superin- 
tendence, executed a selection of music in very good style. 
Gargrave. — A concert took place, in the National 
School, on Wednesday, the 12th May. The vocalists were 
Miss Hirst, Miss Crosland, Mr. Inkersall, and Mr.

Hanoveb-squaee Rooms. — Signor and Madame Ferrari's 
annual morning concert took place at the above rooms, on 
the 26th ult., and was most fashionably attended. The 
principal performers were Mesdames Ferrari, Dolby, and 
Lindo, Mr. Tennant, Signor Ferrari, Madame Szarvady, 
Herr Lidel, Signor Savalli, and Signor Giulio Regondi. 
Accompanyists, Signor Billetta, and Mr. Harold Thomas. 
The music was of a very interesting character, and was 
executed in a manner highly gratifying to the audience. 

Hatherleigh (Devon.) — A morning and evening 
concert, in aid of the funds of the Literary Institution of 
this town, took place, in the National School-room, on the 
28th of April. The performers comprised the chief 
musical talent of the neighbourhood. Leader, Mr. J. W. 
Morfill, of Tonington. Pianoforte, Mr. T. P. Hamlin, 
organist of Launceston. 

Hereford. — The days appointed for holding the festival 
this year are August 24th, 25th, 26th, and 27th. 

Hunslet. — On the 17th ult., Handel's Messiah was 
given, by Mr. Brown, in the Whitehouse-street School. 
The principals were Miss Newell, Miss Wilde, Mrs. Gill, 
Messrs. Mason, Horn, and Elsworth j with a band and 
chorus numbering about 50 performers. Leader, Mr. 
Morton. Conductor, Mr. Lancaster. 

Leeds. — Mr. Burton gave his fourth choral and orches- 
tral concert tor the season, on the 3rd of May, in the Leeds 
Music Hall, when Spohr's Last Judgment and Beethoven's 
Mount of Olives were performed by a well-selected band 
and chorus. The principal vocalists were Miss Whitham, 
Miss Freeman, Mr. C. Westmoreland, and Mr. Hinchliffe.

Mr. Hughes performed on the ophicleide, and the band 
played some excellent compositions. — On the 17th of 
April, the Manchester Choral Society was inaugurated at 
a general meeting of the members, held in the Concert 
Hall, when rules were adopted for its government, and 
a committee appointed. Mr. Charles Halle' presided. 
About 150 ladies and gentjemen had already passed a 
successful examination, and at least 200 more had sent in 
applications for admission to the society. Many applicants 
were rejected, as reading music at sight is an indispensable 
requisite for admittance. — On the 19th of April, the pupils 
of Mrs. Wood made their public appearance at an evening 
concert at the Free Trade Hall, and were greeted, as on 
every previous occasion, with much enthusiasm. The 
performance was of a superior class. 

Middleton. — On Sunday, the 9th ult., the new organ 
just erected in the Wesleyan Chapel, by Mr. G. Wood, 
was opened by Mr. J. Lees, organist of the Parish Church, 
Oldham. The instrument is an excellent one, and does 
great credit to the builder. Mr. Lees fully displayed its 
powers in selections from Handel, Bach, Mendelssohn, &c. 

Newinoton. — The third quarterly concert of the Vocal 
Music Classes of the Literary Institute took place on the 
18th ult., under the direction of Mr. T. Mellor. The 
programme comprised both sacred and secular music, and 
was got up with much care and attention. Mr. A. A. Lee 
presided at the pianoforte, and Mr. J. Bedford at the 
harmonium.

Southampton. — The session of the Polytechnic In- 
stitution closed on the 19th of May with a musical 
entertainment performed by the Choral Harmonic Society. 
The music consisted of selections from Mozart's and 
Haydn's Masses, and from the Creation; together with an 
Anthem composed for the society by their conductor, Mr. 
Alexander Rowland. The orchestra was full and com- 
plete, consisting of seventy performers. 

Southwell. — The meeting of the parochial choirs of 
the diocese took place at the Collegiate Church of South- 
well, on Wednesday, the 28th of April. The Rev. Mr. 
Wilkins, the promoter of this movement, may fairly con- 
gratulate himself on having originated a new epoch in the 
cultivation of church music, and is entitled to great praise 
for the pains he has bestowed, and the practical ability he 
has brought to bear, upon this important subject.

W. Evans, Mr. Palmer, and Mr. Lawler. Mdlle. Prospere 
again presided at the pianoforte, and the chorus consisted 
of the members of the Church Choir, with Mr. Constantine 
as conductor. The result of the two concerts has been 
satisfactory. 

St. Neot's. — The Choral Society of St. Neot's gave 
their ninth concert, at the Town Hall, on the 18th inst. 
The performance consisted of Handel's Samson. The 
choruses were rendered with great correctness, under the 
direction of Mr. Powter, the conductor. Mr. Henry 
Sprigg presided at the piano. 

Sunderland. — An amateur glee club has been formed 
in this town, for the practice of part-songs by the best 
German composers. The number of members is limited 
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twenty, who have to pass an examination before admit- 
ance, in order to ensure proficiency. Mr. W. J. Pearson 
is the leader. 

Woolwich. — The Vocal Union gave a concert at the 
Town Hall on the 7th tilt., under the direction of Mrs. 
Avery, organist of St. Thomas's Church. The programme 
included solos, part-songs, choruses, &c. ; the whole being 
accompanied on the pianoforte by Mrs. Aveiy, who also 
played a duct with Mr. Henniker. The pieces were sung 
with every attention to time, tune, and expression ; and 
the quality and volume of voice from the choir was 
excellent. 

Worcester. — Mr. W. P. Briggs has been elected to 
the choir of the Cathedral, in the place of Mr. A. Thomas, 
who has been appointed to the choir of Lincoln's Inn.
